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varicose vein treatment companies was not confined to the wavelength produced by a specific type, 
e.g., Nd:YAG laser, but rather a wide variety of wavelengths was available. With this freedom of 
choice, these commercial entities focused on the energy absorption characteristics of hemoglobin 
and chose wavelengths in the range of 810 nm to 980 nm. 

What it boils down to is this: The efforts by prior art and contemporary workers to devise a 
laser treatment for varicose veins has used the energy absorption characteristics of hemoglobin as a 
guide to choosing the wavelength of the laser to be used whereas applicants have used the energy 
absorption in the characteristics of water as the primary guide to choice of wavelength. It is 
respectfully submitted that applicants' departure from the paths traveled by prior art and 
contemporary workers who had the same objective as applicants is compelling evidence of 
nonobviousness. Thus, it is believed that the claims of the present application are directed to 
patentable subject matter. 

Applicant's believe that this case is in condition for allowance and a favorable action is 
respectfully solicited.
